Of languages no longer spoken the Greek is tlie most perfect. 


We do.wisely, therefore, in .the interest of linguistic studies, to in- 
quire how the Greeks have perfected their language. 
The answer 


is not far to seek: they had ^the instinct of .the primeval-men jn 
developing their ojvn thoughts, in their own way as'best the.}' 
could,'without inquiring about the philology of the preadamites. 
Plato had very little notion of gramatical forms; but lie so 
practised in tjie actual use of his own language that men said 
the- hunt:) bees had touched his lips: 


'f he orators, 'poets .and philosophers of ancient Greece used 


the means at hand and became the foremost men in the world; 
they knew no language but their own, but they thought deeply, 
and expressed themselves simply and effectively. , They had few- 
books coming'down .from former-ages, but they created a 
literature which the world will not let die. 
Thucydides toiled 


terribly in forming his own. Attic style without thought of more 
ancient forms of speech. 'Demosthenes studied Greek not the 
Persian,'hot the. Phoenician,.not the Egyptian; he copied out 
Thucydides cigbt^mies, he worked-upon, his own hngi 
elaborating it all night, and • practicing its utterance all day; he 
became, the world's master. .'Not one grammatical rule did he 
know so far as we cari'discover; neither did .the mountain eagles 
of the Greek.peninsula.deduce from'fixed laws formulas for 
heavenly flight for» the benefit of their young. 
With what 


boldness, skill,;ta.ct,'dexterity did these ancient masters -hand!* 
their words and their-hearers! 
They first of all forged with 


unspeakable cafe what .to say^and then.studied the most careful 
expression bringing out the most subj.il shades of though-!,.

An 
j hour of stirring historical reading by candle light or a blazing 
i 'knot better fits one for life's business, and to some minds is 


more amusing than an hour before the footlights of any stage in 
the world. 
If one is-determine3-«very year durjng'tnany years 


to read some carefully prepared history of a period or people 
little known to him, if one is, bent first of all upon studying man, 
he will become a leader in society, if his faculty of expression 
has been suitably disciplined. 
To study the outcome o,f the 


experiments Of ill generations of men is to enlarge the .bounds 


So helpful are the considerations coming to us from extended 


historical studies, that their general introduction into our schools 
for \oung men would make a new era as marked as any in the 
whole history of education. If we will have young men filled 
with great courage, loft) enterprise, generous Self-denial, eminent 
virtues, and mental health, let them be incited by historical stu- 
dies 
If we will make them wise in political science let them 


study history. 
Let them look upon the obscure rise of great 


nations, the majestic movements of gorgeous empires, the secret 
history of kings, and the appalling disasters suddenly overtaking 
,cvil men. 
Have we not within these walls to-day, men whose 


characters have been modified by the deeds on Judacan lulls 
thousands of years ago, and by Centuries of Anglo Saxon and 
Puritan conflict and courarge? Let us be glad, therefore, that 
in the foundations of «ur own school of learning, so generous 
provision is made for those historical studies that will enrich our 
minds, bring us into warm sympathy with all races and alleges, 
and build up the noblest ideals of social and political life, and 
aid us in promoting the highest interests of mankind. 


When we question about the prominence to be given differ- 


ent subjects in the college curriculum, aiming for proportionate 
culture, we do well to remember that when the. first colleges in 
thi:

So 
long, therefore, as such a man as IJacon rejected the teachings 
of Copernicus, and wrote in Latin, it was no'~WQnder ilyit the 
foundations of Harvand, Yale, Princeton and Dartmouth were"

details, sharply denning what one doerknow and Wlmt he does not; 
and that one supplement this general knowledge with the mastery 
of the details of a special pursuit,—this is needful if one will have 
a liberal education armed with a trim scientific method for solving 
life's problems. 


Every practical teaelioi finds it more difficult to fix attention 


upon abstiactions than upon what the pupils see. The observing 
faculties should bo developed before the reflective. It is- on this 
BBCOiint that our founders have insisted nipon Intrortiicing~toJour 
preparatory course'tho study of natural-science; and to make the 
study optional during two years in college. 
A certain number of 


the pupils in any school are naturally good observers and classi- 
fiers, reasonTOg we'll upon tho facts and laws of tjio Uvmg world; 
these pupils should be early trained with tho utmost care, and 
then tastes for scientific; pursuits developed; nnd it is an unques- 
tioned loss to society to neglect it. 
That youth may bo taught lo 


mate suitable'allowances for disturbing -agencies, exercising the 
precaution needful for experiments, and to correct hasty generali- 
zation, that they may learn order and method, and bo os, well 
trained to good mental habits by the study o' natural- history as 
by linguistics is now well settled; It is no longer a matter of exper- 
iment. 


Our courses of study, therefore, contemplate, the testing of 


pupils by a sufllcient variety of studies. Upon the other hand, wo 
propose no narrow culture.
